be available for expenses incurred for yacht documenta-13

tion under section 12109 of title 46, United States Code, 14

except to the extent fees are collected from yacht owners 15

and credited to this appropriation: Provided further, That 16

notwithstanding section 1116(c) of title 10, United 17

States Code, amounts made available under this heading 18

may be used to make payments into the Department of 19

Defense Medicare-Eligible Retiree Health Care Fund for 20

fiscal year 2005 under section 1116(a) of such title.

For necessary expenses of the Coast Guard Reserve, 2

as authorized by law; operations and maintenance of the 3

reserve program; personnel and training costs; and equip-4

ment and services; $113,000,000.

Provided further, That the Secretary shall ensure that 7

amounts specified in the future-years capital investment 8

plan are consistent to the maximum extent practicable 9
